as the man in “full vigor of life 
surrounded by a loving wife and chilttren, com- 
letely ignores the endearments of home, the 
ove of life and the fear of dcath, and rush 
coolly and deliberately todeath The philoso- 
phy oi suicide isone not understood Could 
one return to life after thus wking hislife and 
give us n aualysis .f his feelings before and 
afier che act, we might get a deeper insight into 
the subject. ; 

Climate, race and the distinguishing polity of 
different societies, affect to a certaiu extent the 
number of suicides to the population Care- 
fully prepared statistics show in round num- 
bers that in Sweden there is one suicide to 
every ninetv-three thousand inhabitants; in 
Suxouy, oue to every nine thousand; in Russia, 
one to every thirty-five th: usand; in tae United 
States, one to every fifteen thousand ; in Paria, 
one to every twenty-seven hundred; in St, 
Petersourg and London, one to every twent- 
one theusand,
